W ashington—In the museum of 
tie* postoffice departm ent in W ash­ 
ington there was deposited the other 
day an ancient volume which offi­ 
cials will guard closely. 
It is a confidential diary — the 
daily record of one Hugh Finlay, 
surveyor of the posts in the year 
1773

to 
Benjam in 
Franklin as one of the deputy post­ 
m aster generals of the colonies. 
Finlay's diary, ju st recently dis­ 
covered and given to the postoffice 
departm ent, 
is 
regarded 
valuable 
because of the graphic picture it 
gives 
of 
early 
postal 
service 
in 
America. 
Finlay. In 1773. m ade a Journey 
from Quebec to S avannah. Ga., vis­ 
iting all the principal postoffices of 
th a t day. 
His object was to blaze a post 
route through the wilds of Maine to 
Boston. T hat there is no road wor­ 
thy of the nam e along the route 
even to this day is regarded by 
postoffice officials as a tribute to his 
pioneer spirit.

This yellow volume of Finlay's 
presents a true picture of the postal 
service In America on the eve of 
the Revolution. T he seeds of revolt 
were sprouting everywhere

ready to resist. 
Finlay, observing this tendency 
made the following entry in his 
diary: 
“They are. they say. to be gov­ 
erned by law's of their own fram ing 
and no other.”

“reports th a t every other day the 
stage coach goes from Boston, the 
drivers take m any letters, so th a t 
but few are forw arded by post to 
or from this office.
